Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 9-2 1 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The closest prior art known to the examiner is listed on the attached PTO-892 form. 
None of the cited references or combinations thereof disclose or suggest an anneal treatment at a 
temperature of 600-850 degrees Celcius. The cited prior art discloses a maximum temperature of 
500 degrees Celcius. Accordingly, the present claims are allowable over the cited prior art.
